to as much as 100 per cent greater. 

The elimination of the promotion 
exam.nation in grades 8, 9 and 10, in 
certain schools, will, it is thought, 
tend to broaden and enrich his teach- 
ing, by allowing more opportunity for 
research reading.

The Backbone of the Continent. 
The Recky Mountains are the 
backbone of “North America. They 
divide the Pacific from the Atlan- 
tie slope. There are many passes 


through the range, where from) 


the divide water flows east to the 
Atlantic and west to the Pacific. 
But there is always a divide—un- 
til the Peace river is reached. The 
Peace which rises less than 2 
miles from the Pacific, cuts square- 
ly through the Rockies thereby 
creating the lowest pass in the 
range. The average elevation of 
the river when passing through 
the range is about 1900 feet; an 
altitude 300 feet lower than the 
city of Edmonton. The next lowest 
pass in the Rockies is the Pine, 50 
miles further south than the 
Peace. The summit of the Pine 
Pass is 2.850 feet, only 650 feet 
higher than Edmonton and about 
the same as Red Deer. Necessarily 
the winds blowing off the Pacific 
through these two passes carry a 
degree of warmth that raises the 
average temperature of the sec- 
tions of country especially and 
most directly affected, above that 
of more southerly localities not so 
favored; and very much above 
that of more northerly localities 


| not having this advantage. 


The Chinook Wind. 

The chinook is warm and dry. 
Where it strikes in the spring it 
takes the snow away much earlier 
than where it does not strike. In 
such localities the vegetation be- 
comes dry and fires will run, 
while the adjacent or surrounding 
country not affected by the chi- 
nook is still damp from the winter 
snow, and therefore fireproof. 

Because the Chinook is a drying 
rather than a growing wind fires 
have longer, as well as better op- 
to run where the chi- 
nook strikes most strongly. That 
is how prairies occur. 

A Longer Summer and Milder 
Winter. 

Becanse the chinook is warm as 
well as dry, the region or dstrict 
that it has cleared of woods enjoys 
a perceptibly earlier spring, a 
later fall and a milder winter than 
the regions not so strongly affect- 
ed by it. The season for farming 
operations is longer and general- 
ly speaking more favorable than 
elsewhere. Therefore besides the 
ease of bringing prairie, as com- 
pared with wooded land, under 
cultivation, are the more favor- 
able conditions for future crop 
production.

Successful Grain Raising. 
The prairie covers an area oqual) 
lto about six townships and is 
lelosely homesteaded throughout. | 
| The early settlers went in with the 

intention of raising cattle and 
horses but with the promise of the 
railway grain raising has been un- 
dertaken extensively and success- 
fully. The soil is deep and black 
and the vegetation luxuriant. The 
valley of the Pouce Coupee creek 
is very deep—over 200 feet. A 
number of ravines put into it from 
the prairie, giving complete sur- 
face drainage and therefore ex- 
cellent cultivation conditions. 
That farming has passed the pio- 
neer stage is evidenced not only 
by the tota! production—over 4 
million bushels last season—but 
by the fact that farming is car- 
ried on on a large scale; as it must 
be when one farm produces 4,000 
bushels of wheat and another 
10,000 bushels of oats, as was the 
case last season. 


Pouce Coupee Town. 


The town of Pouce Coupee is 
located near the southeasterly ex- 
|tremity of thé prairie. It is near 
the northwest corner of township 
77, range 13, west of sixth. It is 
on a creek which puts into the 
Pouce Coupee from the west, and 
is also on the Grand Prairie trail 
and on the Grande Prairie and St. 
John government telegraph line. 
It is eight or ten miles from the 
end of the railway grade at the 
B.C. boundary. The B.C. govern- 
ment has bridged the Pouce 
Coupee creek some five miles 
northeast of the town on the road 
to the railway. There is a gener- 
al store kept by Frank Hoskin. 
who is also postmaster. The Bank 
of Commerce ‘has a branch. There 
is a telegraph office, of which Mr. 
McCartney is in charge. There is 
a drug store, a confectionery store, 
and two restaurants. Mr. Voss of 
Grande Prairie has erected a flour 
mill which will be in operation 
this season. Otto Hoskin has a 
Sawmill nine miles distant that 
will eut a million feet of lumber 
this season. Mr. Ollinger has a 
sawmill on Dawson creek, not far 
from the town. Trombley Bros. 
are putting in a saw mill this sea- 
son on Pouce Coupe creek. 


The Town of Rolla. 

Rolla is another town twelve 
miles north of Pouce Coupee near 
the north line of township 79, 
range 14. It is connected by wagon 
road with Pouce Coupee to the 
south, and with a steamboat land- 
ing on Peace river to the north 
The road to the Peace is sixteen 
miles long. The grade down the 
south bank of the Peace is very 
difficult as yet, especially in wet 
weather, but will no doubt be im- 
proved from time to time. Rolla 
is about ten or twelve miles from 
the end of the railway grade. The 
trail to the grade and to Spirit 
River crosses the Pouce Coupee 
Creek by way of the B.C. govern- 
ment bridge. The Dominion gov- 
ernment telegraph line to St. John 
passes some miles west of the 
town. 

There are three general stores, 
kept by H. G. Atkinson, Mr. Smith 
and Mr. Clay. The latter also has 
a hotel in connection. Frank 
Coombs runs a restaurant. The 
Merchants and Commerce banks 
have branches. There is a carpen- 
ter shop and also a blacksmith 
shop.

The Pouce Coupee is the prin- 
cipal settlement in the Peace River 
Block. The Peace River Block is 
an area of three and a half million 
acres within the province of Brit-

Alberta. The Dominion lands sys- 
tem of surveys is followed within 
the block.
